STAFF NOTES 


When Raymond Moore, some eight 
years ago, decided to build a theatre in 
the middle of a field ‘a hundred miles 
from nowhere” many veterans in the 
theatre, speaking out of their profound 
experience, called him ‘misguided and 
impractical.” Mr. Moore went ahead on 
his own “misguided and impractical’ 
way and made a thorough job of it. To- 
day the Cape Playhouse is the most suc- 
cessful summer theatre in the country. 

He bought an old church, moved it 
board by board and built his theatre. To- 
day the plant includes a dramatic and 
cinema theatre, its own electric power 
house, its guest house and restaurant 
for its actors, an ample scenic studio and 
even its own gardens. It has paid its 
own way and never had to hang its head 
for the quality of the productions it of- 
fered. This then is the fruit of Ray- 
mond Moore’s “misguided and impracti- 
cal” efforts.

Anyone wandering back of this thea- 
tre to the scene shop is more than likely 
to find one, Gene Fitsch, his clothes cov- 
ered with a variety of paints, working on 
the sets for the coming productions. Al- 
though Fitsch has been in the theatre 
for sixteen years and designed several 
notable productions he is best known in 
this country and aboard as a graphic ar- 
tist. His lithographs, dry points and 
etchings hang in galleries in Paris, Lon- 
don, New York and other cities in this 
country. For ten years he has instruct- 
ed at the Art Students League and found 
time to design the decors for a number 
of important Broadway producers. 


Gus Lynch who is the electrical chief 
behind the Playhouse productions has 
been in that end of the theatre since he 
was a child. Last season when he was 
with the Theatre Union he performed 
the considerable feat of managing 108 
light cues in one act of “Peace On 
Earth.” He has spent four years with 
Eva Le Gallienne’s repertory in New 
York and five years at the George M. 
Cohan theatre. His specialty is hand- 
ling difficult and tricky lighting jobs. 
Other lighting experts in New York call 
him in when there’s a particularly 
tough assignment to handle.

THE CAPE PLAYHOUSE 
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WHO’S WHO ON THE STAGE 


ROLLO PETERS $started his stage 
career by acting as technical director 
for the Washington Square Players in 
1918. He became the first general direc- 
tor for the Theatre Guild and held that 
position through the year 1919. In 1921 
he was co-producer of ‘Mixed Marriage’ 
and played a leading part in it as well. 
Several important engagements follow- 
ed including “Romeo and Juliet’ in 
which he played Romeo to Jane Cowl’s 
Juliet and Anthony to her Cleopatra. Al- 
together he played 800 performances of 
“Romeo and Juliet’ which establishes a 
long run record for the part. In 1926 he 
was co-starred with Ann Harding in 
“Stolen Fruit” and that summer played 
with Miss Harding in stock at Detroit. 
In 1927 he was a member of the all star 
east for George Tyler in ‘‘Trelawney of 
the Wells,” and the following year was 
a member in the all star cast of “Diplo- 
macy.” His next important lead was 
opposite Katharine Cornell in ‘‘Age of 
Innocence.” He has appeared in num- 
erous stock pr oductions and in addition 
to having made his mark as an actor he 
has designed and directed several im- 
portant productions. 


MABEL TALIAFERRO needs little 
introduction to picture and playgoers. 
She made her stage debut at the age of 
two and a half and has been in the the- 
atre ever since. She has played in Dub- 
lin with the Irish players, in England 
and in Australia. She will be remem- 
bered for her fine work in ‘Polly of the 
Circus,” “Springtime,” “Land of Heart’s 
Desire,” “Alice in Wonderland,” “The 
Piper,’ Browning’s “Pippa Passes” and 
many other plays of equal note. 


MINNA PHILLIPS, a native of Sydney, 
Australia, has established a record on 
Broadway for being one of the finest char- 
acter actresses in the New York theatre. 
But many still. recall her as the prima 
donna of the Brooklyn Academy of Music 
at the turn of the century. Such was her 
fame in those days that, after the open- 
ing night of a new musical, the police 
would be called out to handle the crowds 
that gathered at the stage door. Her 
horses would be released from her car- 
‘yiage and her enthusiastic admirers 
would draw her carriage through the 
streets in an impromptu parade. Her 
dramatic successes include “A Month in 
the County” and “The Captive” for the 


Guild and “Autumn Crocus” in the orig- 


inal. New York production, among others. 


ROBERT C. FISCHER started out pre- 
paring for a theatrical career by study- 
ing Jaw and national economy at a Ger- 
man University. There he was persuad- 





ed to join a theatre group and in a few 
years became one of the best known 
players in Germany. He _ traveled 
through Russia with a touring repertory 
company and became _ well known to 
playgoers in all the capitals of Europe. 
ite has appeared on Broadway for twen- 
ty years. Best remembered of his per- 
formances, perhaps, are his roles in 
“Friendship” with George M. Cohan, 
“Polly With a Past” and “Harem” for 
Belasco and his superb characterizatiun 
of the thirsty German in “Autumn Cro- 
cus” which role he originated in the 
New York production of the play. 


MARGARET ARROW has appeared 
in “The Curtain Rises” in Elmer Rice’s 
“See Naples and Die”, ‘Best of Us” with 
Frances Starr, “Magda” with Bertha 
Kalish and in numerous productions for 
Max Reinhardt, and in the New York 
production of “Autumn Crocus.” 


JONATHA JONES is a member of a 
theatrical family and started her car- 
eer as a youngster in Chamberlain 
Brown’s Stock Company. She appeared 
in “Kiss for Cinderella” for the Theatre 
Guild, ‘Moon in the Yellow River,” 
“Man Who Reclaimed His Head” and 
“The Good Earth.’ She was cast for an 
important role in “Girls in Uniform” 
which ran at the Booth Theatre and be- 
sides playing in numerous stock produc- 
tions was a member of the Chicago com- 
pany of “Big Hearted Herbert.”

MUSIC AND MARIONETTES 


A feature of the performances of Mi- 
chael and Patty’s Puppets is the care- 
fully arranged piano score that accom- 
panies each play in the repertory. The 
mood of each ensuing scene of ‘“‘The 
Little Red Horse” which the Marion- 
ettes will present at the Cape Play- 
house on Thursday afternoon, Aug. 23rd 
is musically established. 


Interviewed recently, Lois Hartley, 


pianist and puppeteer with the Marion- 
ette company had the following to say 
about the musical scores that she has 
arranged for each play in the repertory. 


“My sources have been very catholic. 
Sometimes the mood of the coming 
scene calls for majestic chords and then 
again the atmosphere may demand 
brightness and charm in the music. I 
have found both martial and sentimental 
airs that answer our needs in the Gil- 
bert and Sullivan operas. Edvard Grieg, 
a favorite of mine, has also proved an in- 
valuable source. 


“In our repertory the musical inter- 
ludes are a definite part of the program. 
My playing serves as a prologue to each 
scene and so the spirit of that scene dic- 
tates the sort of music that shall intro- 
duce it. I avoid the popular dance tunes 
that we all hear on the radio. Mind you, 
I like popular music. However, the first 
duty of the entertainer is a negative 
one: not to bore his audience! I try to 
play musie with which people are apt to 
be unfamiliar. There isn’t enough of 
the kind of music one finds in Deems 
Taylor’s “Through the Looking Glass 
Suite.” That’s the satiric sort of music 
for which Marionettes cry aloud.”
